WIVES ILLUMINATING TALK ON 
NEW REQUIREMENTS AND 
APPEALS FOR AID. 

On account of the new treatment it 
will be necessary to change the style 
of dressings now. Mrs. Hitchcock 
visited the work rooms on Tuesday 
and gave a most interesting talk and 
Instructions on the folding of the new 
medical strips, sponges, irrigating 
and absorbing pads needed in the 
care of the wounded. 

The San Mateo chapter has been 
able to get wool when other branches 
have been unable to do so. Last week 
1500 pieces were sent' from San 
Mateo chapter, comprising three gross 
sweaters, three cases mufflers, 140 
pairs socks and 130 pairs wristlets, 
which was the ratio allotted the 
chapter. 

San Mateo chapters are supplied 
with machines that knit the legs for 
socks, and the hand knitters finish the 
feet. They are great labor savers. 

The chapter has sent 10,400 medical 
dressings and our work has been so 
appreciated and has proven up to the 
standard to such an extent that we 
have been given a stencil for our 
boxes, so they will not be opened for 
inspection as has been the custom 
heretofore. 

Over four million dressings, which 
represent six months’ work, were 
sunk on a merchant ship last week. 

The Red Cross now has thirteen 
warehouses in Prance, where supplies 
will be rushed. 

The local Red Cross is forming 
junioi^lasses in the schools. This 
moTiement has been very successful in 
Burtingame. The juniors have finished 
fifty ^’scrapbooks, composed of stories, j 
jokes and pictures. The plan for the 
junior membership is to ask each 
child to bring 25 cents, which enrolls | 
them as a junior member with a Red 
Cross button. 

The Red Cross will pay 70 cents a 
ton for scraps of paper, $4 a ton for j 
better white paper, $20 a ton for 
newspapers folded in neat bundles. '

in .the work room to furnish them- 


President Wilson has given full in¬ 
dorsement to woman suffrage as an 
immediate issue in every State. 

Addressing a delegation of leaders 
of the New York State woman suf¬ 
frage party who called at the White 
House to obtain expression in support 
of the campaign in that State, the 
president, in emphatic terms, declared 
that woman suffrage is one of the 
fundamental questions of democracy 
whose proper settlement is demanded 
by the issue of the war. He praised 
the spirit, capacity and vision of 
American women in the war. 

“1 believe,” he said, “that just be¬ 
cause we are quickened by the ques¬ 
tions of this war we ouglit to be quick¬ 
ened to give this question of woman 
suffrage our immediate considera¬ 
tion.” 

Speaks as a Democrat. 

Speaking as “one of the spokesmen 
of a great party,” he pledged his 
hearty support, and added: 

"I want to speak for myself and 
say that it seems to me that this is 
tlie time for the States of this union 
to take this action.” 

Explaining his leaning toward suf¬ 
frage as a state, ratlier than a national 
issue, he said: 

“1 perhaps may be touched a little 
too much by tlie traditions of our 
politics—traditions wlhch lay such 
questions almost entirely upon the 
states, but I want to see communities 
declare tliemselves quickened at this 
time and show the consequences of 
tlie quickening.”

Great signifi¬ 
cance is being attached to the good 
omens marking the actual entry 
among all the American troops, who 
are tugging at their leashes and burn¬ 
ing up in their anxiety to get into the 
game. All through the American 
camps these two facts are being 
dilated upon: 

The first shell fired by the Ameri¬ 
cans made an exact bullseye. It was 
aimed at a group of twelve or fifteen 
boches, landed in the middle, and, 
when the smoke cleared and the dust 
settled, there were no boches. 

The gun was aimed by college boys, 
as cool and collected and as coldly 
scientific as if they had been in prac¬ 
tice on their own peaceful campus. 
A. Lithe, an undersized but tremend¬ 
ously enthusiastic Irish lad, did the 
firing, and the shell was preserved. It 
will be inscribed with the date and 
sent to President Wilson as a sou¬ 
venir. 

The first man over the top was a 
young lieutenant, just a fine type of 
the cool, nervy American who can 
look death in the face and smile. The 
Germans, forty yards away, uncour- 
teously fired upon him, whereupon he 
whisked out an automatic pistol, 
killed one, wounded two and then be¬ 
thought himself to slip back into the 
trenches. A moment later he went 
back over the top and collected the 
three empty shells from his auto¬ 
matic. One he will keep, one goes to 
his parents and the other to a certain 
fair young person whom he left back 
in the States.

Professor Rogers’ “calendar” gives 
similar information for all the other 
months of the year and for all the 
other vegetables most appropriate for 
the home garden.

Wf/i We Hunger? 


The persott who cau'see nothing but government red tape and fussiness 
in the food control nieasiires can see very little below the surface in the 
present-day situation. The food control measures were not put in operation 
because this government liad any relisli for interfering with the private lives 
of its citizens 


Tlie fewer measures of tliis sort were needed the better 
pleased would be those Hlft,authority. 

That the President niisted on and the Congress granted food control 
legislation, is the inost^onclusive of evidence that the situation called 
urgently for such measnites. 

Probably never beforo in history has the world faced the situation it 
now faces. We speak gliWy of our crops in billions of bushels, forgetting 
also tUat tMe demand is couched in billions. We look at our bursting grain- 
eries and overflowing barns, forgetting that across the water are millions 
of the world’s man liood'fin gaged entirely in consuming and destroying. 

To be specific, ther^ would have been no price set on wheat had not 
the government foreseeii that long before a new crop could be harvested 
the scjjrclty of that cereal would send the price out of reach of all but the 
affluent. - 

But enacting food control laws and appointing executors is ifot, of itself, 
going to safeguard the country. There is another factor to the situation, 
and the principal one—the people. In a general way the food controllers 
can control the prices, but they can in no sense control consumption. This 
is entirely up to the people themselves. If a spirit of strict economy and 
conservation does not prevail throughout the land, the efforts of government 
will b <9 neutralized. 

It may seem like tlirashing over old straw to continually refer to the 
urgent necessity of economy in consumption of food. But the situation 
calls for iteration and reiteration. Reforms come slowly. Not by once tell¬ 
ing, 05 twice, or three times, do we learn the lessons of life; but by con- 
tinuea hammering of the same truth into our consciousness are we at last 
brought to -fee it clearly. This is our condition in the- prysent emergency. 
Our past indulgence, coupled with the fact that our supply always HAS been 
sufficient, has lulled us into a false repose. 

But the people of this country always fearn the lesson when it is put 
squarely up to them. Last spring they w^p assured that to preserve the 
prosperity of the country a record crop of ^erything must be produced. To 
this appeal they answered loyally and enqluslastlcally. They are now as¬ 
sured', that, if we would avoid hunger and want, this same seemingly bounti¬ 
ful supply must be carefully conserved and meted out. That they will loyally 
meet this demand also, we have no fear. But it will reouire self-denial.

DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS. 

A distinct character in the photoplay world, Douglas Fairbanks is one 
of the three most popular stars of the screen. The smiling face of this 
athletic exponent of Americanism has gladdened the hearts of people in 
many parts of the globe. To quote George Creel in “Laugh and Live,” the 
popular book by Douglas Fairbanks, “He is what every American might be, 
ought to be, and frequently is not. More than any other that comes to mind, 
he is possessed of the indomitable optimism that gives purpose, ‘punch’ and 
color to any life, no matter what the odds.” 

Born in Denver, Colo., in May, 1883, it was the proud ambition of his 
parents to see Douglas a mining king, and after graduating from the 
Denver high school and Jarvis Military Academy, he was sent to the School 
of Mines at Golden, Colo-. Before he had learned very much about sciences, 
art and ethics of mining, however, he saw Frederick Warde in his repertoire 
of classic plays and promptly decided that as a mere capitalist he would 
be wasting time. At Richmond, Va., he made his first appearance with Mr. 
Warde in the role of Francois in “Richelieu.” In speaking about his initial 
stage work, the energetic actor recently said: “In my first characterization 
and in that of Florio in ‘The Duke’s Jester,’ which followed, I failed to make 
any perceptible dent in the classic drama, but I probably wore the most 
astonishing costumes ever beheld on the native stage, having been fitted 
out by a well-meaning but misguided wardrobe mistress in odds and ends of 
ancient, modern and medieval garb.” So successfully did his costume affect 
tlie players who happened to be on the stage whenever he made his entrance, 
that Mr. Warde released him without visible signs of pain to Herbert Kelcey 
and Effie Shannon in “Her Lord and Master.” 

This engagement brought him to New York, where he first appeared at ! 
the Manhattan Theatre in 1902. Later engagements included his appear¬ 
ance with Minnie Dupree, Alice Fisher, William A, Brady’s “The Pit” and 
“Two Little Sailor Boys.” Among his more recent theatrical portrayals 
which will be well remembered, were those in “Hawthorne, U. S. A.,” “A 
Gentleman of Leisure,” “Officer 666,” “He Comes Up Smiling” and “The 
Henrietta.” His last appearance on the stage was in “A Regular Business 
Man,” in which he attracted wide attention in 1915. 

The initial photoplay in which the happy Douglas appeared was “The 
Lamb,” and the results attained In this offering immediately settled the 
matter of his future activities. Among his other film hits were “The 
Double’s Trouble,” “The Habit of Happiness,” “Manhattan Madness,” 
“Reggie Mixes In” and “The Americano.” , 

In the beginning of 1917 Douglas Fairbanks announced that he would 
appear in pictures at the head of his own company, to be released through 
Artcraft Pictures. His initial film under this arrangement was “In Again— 
Out Again,” which scored one of the greatest successes of his entire career. 
Following this photoplay was “Wild and Woolly,” which was immediately 
proclaimed a better vehicle for his inimitable style than even his first re¬ 
lease. Douglas Fairbanks is 5 feet 10 inches tall and weighs 165 pounds. 
He is an all-round athlete and always in the pink of condition. One of the 
most popular actors this country has ever known, he is also the proud 
father of a sturdy boy and the devoted husband of a sweet woman who is 
his constant companion in work and at play.

WANT THE FLIER? 

Here are the five tests the aviation 
recruit must successfully pass for 
“balance,” the first and most impor¬ 
tant of all examinations: 

1. Recruit is placed in chair and 
revolved to the right and left ten 
times in twenty seconds. If the eyes 
then remain motionless the condition 
is abnormal; if they show a percep¬ 
tible twitching the condition is nor¬ 
mal. 

2. If the recruit is normal he will 
say he is revolving to the left for 
the same length of time after being 
slopped suddenly from revolving to 
the right. 

3. After being turned in the dif¬ 
ferent directions, the recruit, with 
eyes closed, raises right and left 
arms above head separately in at¬ 
tempting to bring his hand on a level 
with outstretched finger of examiner. 
If he is unswerving in this test the 
condition is abnormal. 

4. Recruit brings knees together 
with heels touching and rests head 
over knees during the same period of 
revolution, right and left. Raising 
up after the chair_has stopped, he 
will lose his balance and nearly top¬ 
ple off if his balance is normal. 

5. It the recruit can step out of 
the chair after the series of revolu¬ 
tions and walk a straight line with¬ 
out unusual effort his balance is not 
normal.
